admnistrator, registered nurse, law enforcenent officer,
field personnel of the Illinois Departnent of Public Aid,
field personnel of the Illinois Departnment of Public Health

and County or Municipal Health Departnents, personnel of the
Departnent of Human Services (acting as the successor to the
Department of Mental Health and Devel opnental Disabilities or
t he Departnent of Public Aid), personnel of the Guardianship
and Advocacy Conmm ssion, personnel of the State Fire Marshal,
local fire departnment inspectors or other personnel, or
personnel of the Illinois Departnent on Aging, or its
subsidiary Agencies on Aging, or enployee of a facility
licensed under the Assisted Living and Shared Housi ng Act,
havi ng reasonabl e cause to believe any resident wth whom
they have direct contact has been subjected to abuse or
negl ect shall imediately report or cause a report to be nmade
to the Departnent. Persons required to make reports or cause
reports to be nmade under this Section include all enpl oyees
of the State of |Illinois who are involved in providing
services to residents, including professionals providing

medical or rehabilitation services and all other persons
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having direct contact with residents; and further include al
enpl oyees of comunity service agenci es who provide services
to a resident of a public or private long termcare facility
outside of that facility. Any long termcare surveyor of the
[I'linois Departnent of Public Health who has reasonabl e cause
to believe in the course of a survey that a resident has been
abused or neglected and initiates an investigation while on
site at the facility shall be exenmpt from meking a report
under this Section but the results of any such investigation
shall be forwarded to the central register in a nmanner and
form descri bed by the Departnent.

The requirement of +this Act shall not relieve any |ong
term care facility admnistrator, agent or enployee of
responsibility to report the abuse or neglect of a resident
under Section 3-610 of the Nursing Hone Care Act.

In addition to the above persons required to report
suspected resi dent abuse and neglect, any other person nmay
make a report to the Departnent, or to any | aw enforcenent
officer, if such person has reasonable cause to suspect a
resi dent has been abused or negl ect ed.

This Section also applies to residents whose death occurs
from suspect ed abuse or negl ect before being found or brought
to a hospital

A person required to nmake reports or cause reports to be
made wunder this Section who fails to conply wth the
requi renents of this Section is guilty of a dass A

m sdeneanor. A person who is required to nake reports or

cause reports to be nmde under this Section who suffers

danages as a result of making or causing to be nade a report

of aviolation conmtted by a licensee or its agents or

enpl oyees may bring an action against the licensee and its

agents and enpl oyees.

A person who knowingly transmts or causes to be

transnmitted a false report to the Departnent conmmits the
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offense of disorderly conduct under item (8.5) of subsection

(a) of Section 26-1 of the Crimnal Code of 1961. For the

pur poses of this paragraph, "person" does not include a

resi dent.

testifies in an action under Sections 3-601 through 3-607, or
files a conplaint under Section 3-702, because of the report,
testinony, or conplaint.

The Departnment shall request information identifying the
conplainant, including the nane, address and t el ephone
nunber, to help enable appropriate follow up. The Depart nent

investigation to include an on-site visit. The conpl ai nant

(c) The Departnent shall not disclose the nane of the
conpl ai nant unl ess the conpl ai nant consents in witing to the
di scl osure or the investigation results in a judicial
proceeding, or unless disclosure is essential to t he
i nvestigation. The conplainant shall be given the opportunity
to withdraw the conpl ai nt before disclosure. Upon the request
of the conplainant, the Departnent may permt the conpl ai nant
or a representative of the conplainant to acconpany the
person making the on-site inspection of the facility.

(d) Upon receipt of a conplaint, the Departnent shal
determ ne whether this Act or a rule promul gated under this

Act has been or is being violated. Upon receipt of a

conplaint alleging abuse or neqglect of a resident, the

Departnent shall conduct an initial investigation and nmake an

initial determ nation whether the report is a good faith

indication of alleged abuse or neglect. |If the Departnent

deternines the report is a good faith indication of alleged

abuse or neglect, a fornmal investigation shall comence. The

Departnent shall investigate all reports of alleged abuse or

neglect made in good faith econplatnts--allegtng--abuse--or

neglteet that wthin-7-days-after-the-recet pt-of-the-conplaint
exeept - -t hat - - eonpl at nt s- - of - - abuse- or - negl ect -whit eh i ndi cate

that a resident's life or safety is in inmm nent danger shal}l
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be---tnvestigated wthin 24 hours after receipt of the

conplaint. Conplaints alleging imediate jeopardy to a

resident's health or safety shall be investigated within 2

wor ki ng days after receipt of the conplaint. Al'l other
conplaints shall be investigated wthin 30 days after the
receipt of the conpl ai nt. The Depart nent enpl oyees
investigating a conplaint shall conduct a brief, inform

exit conference with the facility to alert its admnistration
of any suspected serious deficiency that poses a direct
threat to the health, safety or welfare of a resident to
enable an imediate correction for the alleviation or
elimnation of such threat. Such information and findings
di scussed in the brief exit conference shall becone a part of
the investigating record but shall not in any way constitute

an official or final notice of violation as provi ded under

Section 3-301. Al conplaints shall be classified as "an
invalid report”, "a wvalid report”, or "an undeterm ned
report”. For any conplaint classified as "a valid report",

t he Departnent nust determne within 30 working days if any
rule or provision of this Act has been or is being violated.

The Departnent nay extend the period in whi ch such

det er mi nati ons must be made in individual cases for

addi tional periods of up to 30 days each for good cause

shown. The Departnent shall by rule establish what shal

constitute good cause.

(d-1) The Departnment shall, whenever possible, conbine
an on-site investigation of a conplaint in a facility with
other inspections in order to avoi d duplication of
i nspecti ons.

(e) In all cases, the Departnent shall inform the
conpl ai nant of its findi ngs within 10 days of its
determ nation unless otherw se indicated by the conplainant,
and the conplainant may direct the Departnent to send a copy

of such findings to another person. The Departnent's findings
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may i nclude comrents or docunentation provided by either the
conplainant or the licensee pertaining to the conplaint. The
Department shall also notify the facility of such findings
within 10 days of the determnation, but the nane of the
conplainant or residents shall not be disclosed in this
notice to the facility. The notice of such findings shal
include a copy of the witten determ nation; the correction
order, if any; the warning notice, if any; the inspection
report; or the State licensure formon which the violation is
l'isted.

(f) A witten determnation, correction order, or
warning notice concerning a conplaint, together with the
facility's response, shal | be avai |l abl e for public
i nspection, but the name of the conplainant or resident shal
not be disclosed wi thout his consent.

(g0 A conplai nant who IS dissatisfied with the
determ nation or investigation by the Departnment may request
a hearing wunder Section 3-703. The facility shall be given
notice of any such hearing and may participate in the hearing
as a party. |If a facility requests a hearing under Section
3-703 which concerns a matter covered by a conplaint, the
conpl ai nant shall be given notice and nmay participate in the
hearing as a party. A request for a hearing by either a
conplainant or a facility shall be submtted in witing to
the Departnment wthin 30 days after the mailing of the
Department's findings as described in subsection (e) of this
Secti on. Upon receipt of the request the Departnent shal
conduct a hearing as provided under Section 3-703.

(h) Any person who knowingly transmts a false report to
the Departnent conmts the offense of disorderly conduct
under subsection (a)(8) of Section 26-1 of the "Cri mnal Code
of 1961".

Sec. 2. Definitions. As used in this Act, unless the
context requires otherw se:

(a) "Abuse" neans causing any physical, nmental or sexual
infjury to an eligible adult, including exploitation of such
adult's financial resources.

Not hing in this Act shall be construed to nean that an
eligible adult 1is a victimof abuse or neglect for the sole
reason that he or she is being furnished with or relies wupon
t reat ment by spiritual nmeans through prayer alone, in
accordance with the tenets and practices of a recognized
church or religious denom nati on.

Nothing in this Act shall be construed to nean that an
eligible adult is a victimof abuse because of health -care
services provided or not provided by licensed health care
pr of essi onal s.

(a-5) "Abuser" neans a person who abuses, neglects, or
financially exploits an eligible adult.

(a-7) "Caregiver" nmeans a person who either as a result
of a famly relationship, voluntarily, or in exchange for
conpensati on has assunmed responsibility for all or a portion
of the care of an eligible adult who needs assistance wth
activities of daily living.

(b) "Departnent” nmeans the Departnment on Aging of the
State of Illinois.

(c) "Director" neans the Director of the Departnent.

(d) "Donmestic living situation” nmeans a residence where
the eligible adult lives alone or with his or her famly or a
caregiver, or others, or a board and care hone or other
comuni ty-based unlicensed facility, but is not:

(1) Alicensed facility as defined in Section 1-113
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of the Nursing Honme Care Act;

(2) A"life care facility" as defined in the Life
Care Facilities Act;

(3) A hone, institution, or other place operated by
the federal governnment or agency thereof or by the State
of I'llinois;

(4) A hospital, sanitarium or other institution,
the principal activity or business of which 1is the
di agnosi s, care, and treatnment of human illness through
the nmaintenance and operation of organized facilities
therefor, which is required to be licensed under the
Hospital Licensing Act;

(5 A "community living facility" as defined in the
Community Living Facilities Licensing Act;

(6) A "comunity residenti al alternative" as
defined in the Communi ty Resi dent i al Al ternatives
Li censing Act; and

(7) A "comunity-integrated living arrangenment"” as
defined in the Community-Integrated Living Arrangenents
Li censure and Certification Act.

(e) "Eligible adult"” neans a person 60 years of age or
older who resides in a donmestic living situation and is, or
is alleged to be, abused, neglected, or financially exploited
by anot her i ndivi dual .

(f) "Emergency"” nmeans a situation in which an eligible
adult 1is living in conditions presenting a risk of death or
physi cal, nmental or sexual injury and the provider agency has
reason to believe the eligible adult is unable to consent to
services which would alleviate that risk

(f-5) "Mandated reporter” neans any of the follow ng
persons while engaged in <carrying out their professional
duti es:

(1) a professional or professional's del egate while

engaged in: (i) social services, (ii) |aw enforcenent,
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(1i1) education, (iv) the care of an eligible adult or
eligible adults, or (v) any of the occupations required
to be licensed under the Cinical Psychol ogist Licensing
Act, the dinical Social Wrk and Social Wrk Practice
Act, the Illinois Dental Practice Act, the Dietetic and
Nutrition Services Practice Act, the Marriage and Fam |y
Therapy Licensing Act, the Medical Practice Act of 1987,
the Naprapathic Practice Act, the Nursing and Advanced
Practice Nursing Act, the MNursing Honme Admnistrators
Li censing and Disciplinary Act, the Illinois Occupational
Therapy Practice Act, the Illinois Optonetric Practice
Act of 1987, the Pharmacy Practice Act of 1987, the

(6) personnel of the Departnent of Human Servi ces,
t he Guardi anshi p and Advocacy Conm ssion, the State Fire
Marshal, local fire departnents, the Departnent on Agi ng

Nothing in this Act
shall be construed to nmean that an eligible adult is a victim
of neglect because of health care services provided or not
provided by |licensed health care professionals.

(h) "Provider agency"™ neans any public or nonprofit
agency in a planning and service area appointed by the
regional adm nistrative agency with prior approval by the
Departnent on Aging to receive and assess reports of alleged
or suspected abuse, neglect, or financial exploitation.

(i) "Regional adm nistrative agency" nmeans any public or
nonprofit agency in a planning and service area so designated
by the Departnment, provided that the designated Area Agency
on Aging shall be designated the regional admnistrative
agency if it so requests. The Departnent shall assune the
functions of the regional admnistrative agency for any
pl anni ng and service area where another agency is not so
desi gnat ed.

(j) "Substantiated case" neans a reported case of

al | eged or suspect ed abuse, negl ect, or fi nanci al
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exploitation in which a provider agency, after assessnent,
determ nes that there is reason to believe abuse, neglect, or
financial exploitation has occurred.

Whenever a nmandated reporter 1is
required to report under this Act in his or her capacity as a
menber of the staff of a nedical or other public or private
institution, facility, board and care hone, or agency, he or
she shall nmake a report to an agency designated to receive
such reports wunder this Act or to the Departnent in
accordance wth the provisions of this Act and may al so
notify the person in charge of the institution, facility,
board and care honme, or agency or his or her designated agent
that the report has been made. Under no circunstances shal
any person in charge of such institution, facility, board and
care home, or agency, or his or her designated agent to whom
t he notification has been nade, exercise any control,
restraint, nodification, or other change in the report or the

forwardi ng of the report to an agency designated to receive
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such reports wunder this Act or to the Departnent. The
privileged quality of comuni cation between any professional
person required to report and his or her patient or client
shall not apply to situations involving abused, neglected, or
financially exploited eligible adul ts and shal | not
constitute grounds for failure to report as required by this
Act .

(a-7) A person nmaking a report under this Act in the
belief that it is in the alleged victims best interest shal
be immune from crimmnal or civil liability or professional
disciplinary action on account of rmaking t he report,
not wi t hst andi ng any requirenents concer ni ng t he
confidentiality of information with respect to such eligible
adult which m ght otherw se be applicable.

(a-9) Law enforcenent officers shall continue to report
incidents of alleged abuse pursuant to the Illinois Donestic
Vi ol ence Act of 1986, notw thstandi ng any requirenents under
this Act.

(b) Any person, institution or agency participating in
the meking of a report, providing information or records

(e) A person who Kknowingly transnmts or causes to be

transnmitted a false report to the Departnment conmmits the

offense of disorderly conduct under item (8.6) of subsection

(a) of Section 26-1 of the Crimnal Code of 1961. For the

purposes of this subsection, "person" does not include the

subj ect of the report.

techni ci an-paranedic knowing at the tinme there is no
